T wo ſübjects are comprehended in the letters from the repreſentatives of Ohio and Bourbon; the 
relates to Francis M*Guire, Baldwin Parſons, and Abſalom Wells, citizens of this commonwealth, who 
have been charged with forcibly carrying away a free Negro from the ſtate of Pennſylvania; the fecond 
relates to a murder ar murders ſaid to haye been committed by Francis M*Guire and Samuel Brady; upon 
gertain peaceable Indians within the limits of che ſaid ſtate.. 1 gp 
Your Committee have examined both, and will make a few conciſe obſervations upun each in its ordet. 
With reſpect to the firſt ſubject, they find that application has been made by the Governor of Pennſylva- 
nia, to the Executive of this commonwealth, for delivering up the ſaid Francis M*Guire,' Baldwin Parſons, 
and Abfalom Wells, as fugitives from juſtice, to be carried into Pennſylvania, and there to be tried accord- 
ing to the laws thereof. This application is founded upon the Ä ſection of the fourth article of the 
Conſtitution, which declares, "That a perſon charged in any ſtate. with treaſon, felony, or other crime, 
who ſhall flee from juſtice, and be found in another flate, ſhall, on demand of the Executive. authority ot the 
ſtate from which he fled, be delivered up, to be temoved to the ſtate. having juriſdiction of the crime.“ 
But it appears to your Committee, that the offence, if it be one, with which the ſaid citizens are charged, 
Was committed on the tenth of May, 1788, previous to the adoption of the Fœderal Conſtitution, and yet, 
the Conſtitution, by giving it an ex pe facto operation, is made the ground work of this demand. Had
